Washington, June 30.—(Bulletin.)— 


The Senate and House leaders today 
agreed to adjourn Congress at 3 p in. 
tomorrow. 
An adjournment 
wou'.l 


have been had today but it was *iol 
possible to enroll the Philippine bill 
in time.

Washington, June 30—Congress may 


adjourn late today. 
The Republican 


confrerees on Philippine civil govern- 
ment bill have reached an "agreement 
and are now going over the/whole bill 
with their Democratic colleagues. It 
has been agreed to eliminate entirely 
both the Senate and House provisions 
for coinage in the Philippines. The 
House provision for a. native legisla- 
ture has been accepted with an amend- 
ment providing that it should not take 
effect until after the census of the 
islands shall have been taken and its 
results communicated to the Presi- 
dent 
and Congress. An agreement 


on the naval appropriation bill and on 
tho general deficiency appropriation 
bill arc the only two other measures 
outstanding. It is expected during the 
day an agreement will be reached so 
that Congress in all probability will 
have completed" its business before the 
adjournment tonight. 


Notable among the larger measures 


passed at this session is the isthmian 
canal bill which consummates the ef- 
forts of a half century to unite the At- 
lantic a

il government bill is another of far 
reaching importance. Among the im- 
portant measures passed are: 


Those repealing the war revenue 


taxes; extending and making more ef- 
fective the Chinese exclusion laws; 
establishing a tariff for goods to and 
from the Philippines; extending the 
charter of national banks for 20 years; 
establishing a permanent census of- 
fice; restricting the sale of oleomar- 
garine by placing a high tax on imi- 
tation butter; 
providing 
a consular 


and diplomatic service for Cuba; es- 
tablishing an 
extensive • system 
"by 


which the government will aid in the 
irrigation of the arid sections of the 
West. 
, 


The repeal of the war revenue taxes 


reduced taxation $73,250,000. The Phil- 
ippine tariff act imposes 75 per cent 
of the Dingley tariff rates on articles 


coming from the Philippines to the 
United States, and also imposes on ar- 
ticles entering the Philipnjnes from 
ihe United States the rates of duties 
established by the Philippine commis- 
sion. The oleomargarine act results 
from "several years of agitation. It 
places a tax of 10 cents a pound on 
substances colored to imitate butter. 


The irrigation act is of special im- 


portance as to the development of the 
West. 


The-Chinese exclusion law eontin 


ues "until otherwise provided by law'" 
and also applies the exclusion " to the 
island territory under the jurisdiction 
of the United States." 


Aside from these important laws 


there are a number of other measures 
of general importance 
which 
have 


passed one or both houses but have 
not progressed 
to the final stage. 


These include the an,ti-anarchist leg 
islation. 


A bill giving statehood to Arizona, 


New Mexico and Oklahoma passed the 
house and the senate has determined 
to" take the matter up early in the next 
session. 


The ship subsidy bill secured early 


attention in the senate, but the end oi 
the session has come without 
the 


measure being reported to the house. 


The bill to establish a cable between 


the United States, Hawaii 
and the 


Philippines was retired by defeat in 
the house of representatives. 


The amount of opppropriations for

Hiliick, commander ol the irlaytieii

Since C o'clock a m there were sev- 


eral lively engagements between the 
men from the fleet and the revolution- 
ists from the north Several machine 
guns were set up in a commanding po- 
sition by General Firmin's forces, and 
an attempt was made to drive the men 
from the north from their position. 
Notwithstanding the fire from the ma- 
chine guns, detachments of the north- 
ern revolutionists made several at- 
tacks on General Firmin's followers, 
and the latter 
were eventually dis- 


lodged. 


In the meantime the vessels under 


the command of Admiral Killick were 
bombarding Cape Haytien. This ac- 
tion was taken without previous noti- 
fication to the foreign 
consus here 


There has been a lively rain of shots 
down the streets of Cape Haytien all 
day long. The firing was particularly 
heavy between noon and 2 o'clock and 
between 4 and 5 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon. 


At the moment of filing this dis- 


patch the foreign consuls, under the 
protection of their various flags, arc 
with General Firmin and are about to 
embark on the government gunboat 
Arete A. Pierot. 
They are under a 


heavy fire and in considerable danger. 
The foreign residents of this port are 
at present exposed to the lawlessness 
and savagery of the combatants. 


Deep regret, is expressed that no 


warship of a foreign power is in the 
harbor to afford protection to foreign 
residents. 


Great excitement reigns here and as

NEW FOOTBALL RULES 


Graduatfe Advisory Committee 


Makes Radical Changes. 


SIDE LINE COACHING CENSUEED. 


Considered Harmful to the Game 


ana Most Unsportsmanlike Conduct.

As the result of a secret meeting of 


the graduate ad\ ivory committee held 
in New York a fe\v days ago it has 
just leaked out that there v.ill he rad- 
ical changes in collegiate football next 
season, says a Philadelphia dispatch 
to the Now Yoik Evening Journal. 
The meeting, which was held at the 
Reform club, was attended by the fol- 
lowing: Yv'alter Camp of Yale, chair- 
man; John C. Bell of Pennsylvania, 
Alexander Moffatt of Princeton, Rob- 
ert D. Wrenn of Harvard, Paul J. 
Dashiel of the Tinted States Naval 
academy and L. II. Daniels of Cornell. 


So radical are t-.vo of the changes de 


cided upon that the committee suggest- 
ed that each member talk over the new 
rules with the football authorities at 
his particular college or university, 
aud if any objections are raised word 
to that, effect will be sent to the chair- 
man, Walter Camp, and a call for an- 
other meeting will be issued. 
If no 


objections are raised, then the new 
rules will be printed in the official foot 
ball guide for 1902. 


The most important revision, and 


one favorably passed upon by the en- 
tire committee, is a rule providing that 
the opposing teams shall change sides 
after each touchdo\\ u scored or goal 
kicked from the field. The other rad- 
ical change is in the kicking of a goal 
from touchdown. 


The new rule provides for the bring- 


ing out of the ball to kicking distance- 
say, twenty yards from the goal posts— 
that this point shall he a line of scrim- 
mage, and the try for goal can be made 
by snapping the ball either for a place 
kick or a drop kick from behind thc 
line of scrimmage. 
' 


It is suggested that the opposing 


teams shall linefip together not farther 
than flv3"~yards apart, so that the de- 
fending team shall have an opportuni- 
ty to prevent the goal. The exact 
wording of the rule will be decided 
upon .later. This new rule will make 
goal kicking from touchdowns a most 
difficult feat and will add considerable 
spectacular interest to the game. Brief- 
ly the other changes in the rules, all 
of which have been adopted, are as 
follows: 


RulelCB.—In snapping the ball back 


if the player so doing is off- side the 
ball must be snapped again, and if this 
occurs once more on the same down 
the ball shall go to the opponents. This 
rule was changed so that the penalty 
for offside play shall be the loss of ii\-c 
yards by the offending team instead of 
forfeiting the ball. It was felt that the 
loss of the ball was too great a hard- 
ship. 


Ilule 28F.—The penalty for tripping 


an opponent or tackling him below the 
knees has been changed to five instead 
of ten yards. 


Rule 28B.—This rule, referring to 


passing or batting the ball toward an 
opponent's goal, is changed so that the 
side offending shall be penalized ten 
yards instead of the loss of the ball. 


Rule 2SF.—In the case of unlawful 


starting before the ball has been put 
in play for a sfrimmage this rule is 
changed so that the penalty shall be 
ten yards instead of the surrender of 
the ball, the down remaining the same. 


Rule 28 (>:ot<".—Whenever a foul Is 


committed wL.tL in the opinion of the 
umpire did not affect the play the of- 
fended side inn;, decline the penalty. 
In case of a run being made from this 
play not more than fifteen yards from 
the spot where the foul was committed 
shall be allow cd. 


There was '-onsiderable discussion 


over this rule, <<< veral of the members 
of the committcf feeling that the full 
distance gained -hould be allowed. It 
was decided, 1."\vever, to 'make the 
limit of allow.r'ce twenty-five yards 
instead of fiftcfn. as heretofore. In ad- 
dition to the p- -laity provided in the 
rules of last y<"T for side line coach- 
ing it was dcrnVd to add the follow- 
ing: "Football rules committee of the 
American coli'C'S feels that tide line J 
coaching is hun .ful to the game nr.'l , 
should be view! as thorou^hlj- under-

NOTABLE MAN HUNTS 


MOW CRIMINALS HAVE BEEN CHASED 


TO THE ENDS OF EARTH. 


Who Posed a» Mme. Pattl's 


Agent, Cheated Juntice by Death. 
Rel«ntle»» Enertry of the Police In 


Counterfeiters. 


There have been many long pursuits 


of criminals, great in the distance trav- 
eled, the obstacles overcome and the 
persistence of the pursuing officers, but 
that of Sergeant Wood of the Natal 
(South Africa) police Is doubtless a 
record breaker. 
The man sought by 


Sergeant Wood was charged with em- 
bezzling- large sums of money at Pie- 
termaritzburg. 
He got away from 


South Africa and went to New York. 
Although the detective had informa- 
tion as to -where his quarry was hid- 
ingr, yet he had first to visit London to 
obtain the necessary extradition pa- 
pers. Then he hurried to America and 
with the Assistance of the United States 
police ran down his man. By the time 
he had reached Maritzburg he had been 
traveling hard for nearly three mouths 
and had covered nearly 21,000 miles. 


One of the sternest chases of recent 


years was after Loys Barrel!, formerly 
sergeant in the Seventh United States 
cavalry. Darrell enlisted at the begin 
ning of the Spanish- American war and 
distinguished himself at Cuba. There 
he fell in love with a pretty Spanish 
girl and beggared himself in buying 
finery for his sweetheart 
To obtain 


more money he robbed and murdered 
a companion in arms named Crouch. 
He then fled. 


A detective named Dupuy was put 


upon the murderer's track and, finding 
a clew, started for New Orleans. He 
was right in his surmise that Darrell 
had gone there, but when he armed 
the bird had flown. He had left on a 
British mule transport for South Afri- 
ca. Dupuy took train for New York, 
fast boat for Southampton, rushed by 
rail across Europe, caught a boat of 
the German East African line and 
finally arrived at Beira, in Portuguese 
East Africa. 


There he waited like a spider for a 


fly, and just as Darrell was fancying 
himself safe from pursuit he pounced 
upon him. Later on the detective de- 
posited his prisoner safely in Castle 
William jail in New York. He had 
traveled in all 31,000 miles and spent 
$4,250 in the chase. 


One of the most astonishing crim- 


inals England e\er produced was a 
man named Benson, who began oper- 
ations in London with two confeder- 
ates. He organized a series of swin- 
dling companies in the city, while he 
himself, pretending to be an invalid, 
lived in the greatest luxury in the Isle 
of. Wight. He posed 03 a great phi- 
lanthropist, was foremost in charitable 
works and went Into the very best 
society. 
By dint of bribing certain 


officers of the law he lived—for sorae 
years on the proceeds of his swindles. 
But one day the crash came. He was 
arrested, sentenced and got a long term 
in Portsmouth jail. 


No sooner was he out than he was at 


Ms old tricks again. These culminated 
in Switzerland, where he managed to 
gain the affections of the daughter of 
an English officer. Through her he in- 
duced her father to trust him with the 
investment of his- entire capital, some 
$35,000. 
He bolted with the money. 


Chased across Europe, a detective 
caught him at Bremen. To avoid scan- 
dal the victim promised not to prose- 
cute if Benson would give up the 
money. The latter did so and left for 
America. Hardly was the vessel out 
of sight before it was discovered that 
the bundle of scrip the thief had 
handed over was worth at most $1GO. 


Followed across the Atlantic, Ben- 


son escaped to Mexico, where he made 
£5,000 by passing himself off as Mme. 
Patti's agent and selling forged con- 
cert tickefcj. By this time his photo- 
graph was in almost ever police bu- 
reau in the world. Yet he dodged and 
twisted under a dozen aliases and was 
heard of in almost every South Amer- 
ican state before a clever New York 
detective ran him down in Ilio after a 
t«vo years' hunt 


Even then he cheated justice. Land- 


ed in prison in New York, he walked 
upstairs, chatting amiably to his jailer. 
Suddenly he made a spring and jumped 
clean over the banister. He was picked 
up with a broken back and died that 
night 


The police never exhibit more relent- 


less energy than in bunting down a 
coiner. 
A coiner's crime is against 


government and so the whole forces 
of the state are against him. The 
United States suffers far more from 
coiners than England does and is 
proportionately keen to run down such 
offenders. Early in 1900 a man named 
Hastings was surprised in his work- 
shop, from which he had issued many 
thousands of small silver coins, but he 
was too quick for his would be cap- 
tors and escaped. No fewer than seven 
secret service men were put on his 
track. The remarkable fact is that 
Hastings never attempted to leave the 
states. 


Ellfer, one of the detectives, got a 


hint that a stranger was in the woods. 
He took a blanket and some food and 
hid himself in a thicket Very early 
in the morning Hastings passed, carry- 
ing a bag of food. Ellfer tracked him 
to his refuge and saw that the forger 
was armed. He waited some distance 
away in hiding. When night came, 
Hastings came out with a dark lan- 
tern and searched every bush near his 
hiding place. At last he was satisfied 
and went back. So soon as Ellfer felt 
sure the man was asleep he crept up 
and had the handcuffs on him before 
he could awake. On the way to the 
jail Hastings told bis captor that ha 
had seen him on ten different occa- 
sions and had once, in Cincinnati, been 
within three feet of him In a theater.— 
Chicago Chronicle.

A meeting important to the people 


of Newark is to be held at the Coun- 
cil Chamber iiF the City Hall at 
7 


o'clock tonight. As announced in Sat- 
urday's papers, the meeting is for the 
purpose of considering a proposition 
to locate a big rolling mill in West 
Newark. Mr. Taylor who represents 
the Eastern capitalists who are about 
to establish a new mill to cost over 
$150,000, will be at the meeting to ex- 
plain the conditions upon which N^w- 
ark can secure the plant. 


Mr. Taylor has been instrumental 


in locating the big mills at Marietta 
and Cambridge and at other points, 
and he gives assurance that these 
Eastern men are about to establish a 
plant which Newark by the proper ef- 
fort can secure. Mr Taylor has an op- 
tion on the Forry farm near the Mo- 
ser-Wehrle foundry. 


The proposed mill would run twenty' 


four hours daily and would give em- 
ployment to 250 to G50 men, nearly 
all of whom would be new residents of 
the city. The pay roll, it is estimatsa
